Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The prior art (including that of the previous non final office action) does not disclose, 
imply, suggest and/or teach or provide a properly motivated combination thereof disclosing a 
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filter placed in the path of the multi-mode light source that simultaneously transmits fluorescence 
excitation light below 450 nm and an amount of reflectance light (e.g. red, green and/or blue) 
that is a fraction of the fluorescence excitation light in order for the intensities to roughly match 
each other on the low light sensor. 

Applicant pointed out that the combination of Hayashi, Renault and Suzuki was 
incapable of disclosing this feature. This pointed can be readily seen by noted that the filter 
(112) of Hayashi is located in front of the mercury lamp (111), while the light path of the xenon 
lamp (118) does not go through the filter (112).
